San Diego's long-running Coinarama has been a successful 
coin show for many decades. Attendees have been drawn from far 
and wide by the bourse, the presentations, auction, and, of course, 
the coin exhibits. The annual competition for best coin exhibit has 
been keen, and for the past 27 years the Best in Show winner has 
received the prized Stuart T. Edgerton Jr. Memorial Award. The 
Edgerton Award winners have received an engraved silver medal of 
the San Diego County Inter-Club Numismatic Council (SDCICNC) 
and their names have been engraved on a inaliag sibel a 

Kay Edgerton Lenker, the award's st 
sponsor, has retired the award after the 
silver platter could not hold any more 
names. 

The Edgerton award was 
conceived by Kay and her first husband, 
Stuart Edgerton. Kay and Stuart had 
enjoyed collecting and exhibiting for 
many years.

years, and frequent General Chair of Coinarama. As a member of 
the Golden State Coin Show committee she has been bourse chair 
for nine years and general chair for seven years. She also has held 
the treasury purse strings of the Numismatic Association of 
Southern California, of CSNA for the last 16 years, and the 
Numismatic Literary Guild for the last 20 years; served on the ANA 
Board of Directors for eight years, and chaired the ANA Exhibit 
Committee. She is a member of the American Numismatic Society 
and was general Chair of ANA's 1983 convention in San Diego. 

In 1980 Kay married another prominent numismatist: John 
Lenker, past president of CSNA, who held an impressive collection 
of odd and curious money. John also was certified as an ANA judge 
when he accompanied Kay to the convention in Cincinnati. John 
passed away in 1993. Kay now sponsors the ANA Exhibit prize for 
U.S. coin exhibits by juniors: the Edgerton-Lenker Award. 

Kay's collecting interests have expanded from U. S. coins to 
include coins of Leo the Hogmouth, Catherine the Great, Maria 
Theresa, the "Wildman," and John’s odd and curious money. She 
proclaims that her favorite coins are those with a good story and 
"whatever she is currently seeking." She strongly promotes coin 
exhibits to get people interested in the world of numismatics. 

After 27 names filled up the Edgerton award plate, SDNS 
president Ken Spindler volunteered to replace it with a "Kay 
Edgerton Lenker Award" on a new silver platter. Kay emphasizes, "it 
is NOT a ‘memorial’ award!" The first winner at last July's 
Coinarama was "The Wildman on Coins," exhibited by - who else? - 
Kay Edgerton Lenker.

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40 Years Ago — The installation dinner was held at the Point Loma 
Inn; T-Bone Steak or New York Steak for $4.50. Attendance was 
nearly 80, including out-of-towners Herb Bergen, ANA Veep, who 
was installation officer. Guest Soeaker was Dan Harley, President of 
CSNA. The donation auction in December brought in $90.30, the 
largest amount to date. President Aage Andersen assigned each 
member the jobs of (1) exhibiting every meeting, (2) being an Official 
greeter at meetings, and (3) bringing a young numismatist to 
meetings. Roger Sullivan was named “Exhibitor of the Year’ (for the 
second time) as the only member accomplishing (1) above.

C. Panosh Exhibitor of the Year award was given to Roger Sullivan 
by Anna Merle Panosh. Second and third place went to Kay 
Edgerton and Phil Centman. Member William Schultz contributed 
an article on Ethiopian coins to the Bulletin. 

20 Years Ago — The donation auction held in December netted 
$125, more than twice that of the previous year. The January 
meeting at the North Park Recreation Center attracted 18 attendees, 
including a long-absent Rex Salmon. The installation dinner was 
held January 18 at the Springfield Wagon Works, attended by 26.

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The Spin on Ken Spindler 


A world-class collector began his second year as SDNS President in January 
at the annual Installation Dinner. As a member of several local coin clubs, 
Ken Spindler is well known for his winning exhibits and extensive show- 
and-tell presentations on his favorite coins. Ken’s home also reflects his 
penchant for collecting — it is filled with his collections of Chinese furniture 
and dragons. amid photos of his two daughters and four grandchildren. His 
interest in coins is based on a long family tradition of collecting and has re- 
sulted in an impressive collection. 


Ken’s Start in Numismatics. ‘Ken was born and raised in Maryland. and 
moved to San Diego in 1994 as an attorney with the Veterans Administra- 
tion. He credits his 45-year interest in numismatics to his parents and grand- 
parents. His grandparents all came to the U.S. from small towns in Eastern 
Europe. One grandfather became a tailor in New York City’s garment dis- 
trict and sought foreign coins from fellow immigrant coworkers. He always 
showed them to Ken during Ken’s child- 
hood visits. and Ken was given half of 
them when his grandfather died in 1962. 
However, about 2 years earlier Ken was 
shopping with his father when they re- 
ceived in change an /835 dime (not a 
typo!) It stood out because it was larger 
than a current dime. They looked it up in 
a neighbor's Red Book. It was worth 
more than face value - amazing! The 
coin is still in Ken’s collection. In 1961 
Ken visited a coin shop whose owner 
asked what dates were on the cents in his 
pocket. Ken had a 1919 Lincoln cent - 
worth 5 cents — also very exciting! Ken's 
mother soon bought him a coin book, and 
Ken began checking his parents’ pocket

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change daily. He sorted through coin 
rolls ‘that his father brought home for 
him, to fill the blue Whitman coin 
folders. One Christmas his mother 
presented him with a half-cent, a 
large cent. 2- and 3-cent pieces. and a 
half-dime. Although he started col- 
lecting in earnest in 1961, Ken never 
found Indian cents, Liberty nickels, 
or any Barber coins in circulation. 


The do- 
nation of a wonderful old collection 
by a neighbor, and introduction to R. 
S. Yeoman’s Modern World Coins 
by a Washington, D.C. coin dealer 
further fueled Ken’s interest in for- 


eign coins. Ken became fascinated 
with distinguishing the minor va- 
rieties of Chinese dragon coppers 
of the early 20" Century, leading to 
his current fascination with C hinese 
dragons. Eventually he decided to 
collect one of each of the “type” 
coins listed in Modern World 
Coins! The frequent world travels 
of Ken's parents yielded many 
more foreign coins, and they 
bought him foreign year sets and 
United Nations coin sets, in addi- 
tion to U.S. proof sets. 

Ken’s world coin collection now is 


housed in 84 numbered and color- 
coded binders that he has meticu- 


From one of Ken’s six binders of Chinese coins is this square-hole 1000 cash coin 
from 1851-61, which he plans to feature in an upcoming exhibit. Note the exhibit 
awards crowning the coin cabinets! 
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Some of Ken’s favorites are these “plastic ivory” tokens from the Keeling-Cocos 
Islands near Australia. These square, oval, and octagonal pieces were struck in 
1913 in limited mintages of 1,000-5,000. Each piece was serially numbered. Ken is 
most proud of these four: the serial number I of the 25-cent piece, serial number 2 
of tvo-rupees, and serial numbers 3 and 4 of one-rupee pieces. 


lously organized by country and 
Krause-Mishler catalog number. As 
Ken has become more selective, 
finds in local coin shops have been 
eclipsed by mail-order dealers and 
major catalog auctions. Ken most 
enjoys creating coin exhibits and 
has won Best of Show awards at 
Coinarama. San Diego County Fair, 
and at the last two CSNA/NASC 
Golden State Coin Shows. The coin 
room in his home is filled with ex- 
hibit awards, reference books. coin 
supplies, maps. and numismatic 
decorations...and dragons. 

Favorite Coins. Ken’s favorites 
literally span the globe. They in- 
clude his early coppers from Russia 
that his ancestors “might have han- 
dled.” and coins of Mexico, pre- 
unification Italy, India, Afghanistan, 
Southeast Asia. Keeling-Cocos Is- 
lands (see photo) and, most of all. 
China. He has the world’s last hand- 
hammered coin: a brass Afghanistan 
specimen from 1929. He is fasci- 
nated by coins with odd shapes. 
crude strikes, and those representing 
revolutions and uprisings. He enjoys 
deciphering Islamic and Indian 
coins that are struck to the edge and 


beyond. Even a type set of the paper 
assignats from the French Revolu- 
tion — inflationary promissory notes 
from 1792-95 -- have found a home 
in his collection. 

His Club Activities. Ken isa loyal 
member of SDNS. the International 
Numismatic Society of San Diego 
(where has been President for sev- 
eral years), and the Heartland and 
Coineers clubs. He served as Presi- 
dent of the San Diego County Inter- 
Club Numismatic Council, and is 
now its treasurer. 


When the Edgerton award for 
Coinarama’s Best of Show exhibits 
was retired last year, Ken volun- 
teered to sponsor a new award in 
honor of his friend Kay Edgerton 
Lenker. He enjoys exhibiting, ex- 
changing coin information, and find- 
ing other collectors with similar in- 
terests. His numismatic expertise has 
earned him a part-time position with 
Ponterio and Associates, where he 
helps identify, grade, and value for- 
eign coins and Chinese sycee 
(assaved 19" Century silver ingots) 
for their auction catalogues. Just ask 
Ken about world coins — he'll have 
an answer! 
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TO SLAB - OR NOT TO SLAB? 


Jim Hill, SDNS member and coin shop owner of the Treasure Trove, regaled 
SDNS members with information about coin slabbing at the January meeting. 
He addressed third party grading companies, grading issues, and coin dipping - 
or “preservation” as it is euphemistically called. Many third party grading com- 
panies now flourish by encasing coins in plastic “slabs” and assigning a 
“certified” grade. Jim’s talk was supported by Ken Spindler’s handout that de- 
scribed grading by PCGS. ICG. NGC, ANACS., SEGS. PCL ACG. ICCS. Hall- 
mark, and NTC. Although most concentrate on United States coins. some now 
certify errors. tokens. ancient, and world coins. He passed around several ex- 
amples of slabbed coins. 


Why Coins are Slabbed. Jim re- 
counted that collectors were not origi- 
nally interested in slabs, they could | 
generally grade their own coins. When | vf 
investors invaded the numismatic ; 
hobby a few decades ago, many were 
fooled by coins that were questionably 
graded or were cleaned, whizzed, pol- 
ished, or otherwise altered to increase 
their eye appeal. Slabs have made the 
sale of high-grade coins more appeal- 
ing to non-collectors and investors. 
This helped drive up their demand and 
value. Many “coin hustlers” now pur- 
chase hundreds of slabbed coins they consider under-graded, and resubmit 
them in hopes of attaining a higher grade - and therefore value - on even a few 
of them. 


Which coins should be slabbed? Coins with a high value or a rare variety 
are the best candidates. For other coins, this decision sometimes depends on the 
value of the coin and the slabbing fee. The slabbing fees are not usually justi- 
fied for coins valued at $40-$50 and lower. Jim reviewed the many costs for 
slabbed coins, which depend on the grading company, quantity submitted, and 
return speed desired. A low-cost submittal can be about $15 per coin. Jim as- 
serted that if the coin’s grade is the reason a coin is submitted, the grading cost 
is worth it if the difference in the coin’s value between grades greatly exceeds 
the slabbing fee. 


Cleaning Coins. Jim explained that the common rule of thumb is don’t. But 
many coins have been tarnished, “slimed” by PVC holders, or otherwise

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40 Years Aqo — Gary Beals spoke on “Coins of Central and South Amer- 
ica,” illustrated with slides. Dwight Safford contributed another Bulletin 
article — this time on the joys of collecting. He emphasized not finding just 
the mintage or value of a coin, but learning the origin, the peoples, the his- 
tory, the designs, and the other knowledge associated with each coin. The 
Ninth annual Coinarama will move from the El Cortez to a new site: the 
Scottish Rite Center, the old “Bowlero” across from Mission Valley. 
30 Years Ago — Jim Hill spoke on “Buyer Beware” — stressing that the 
best way to avoid being taken was to become better educated in what we 
have. (Maybe he can refresh us on that subject this month!) January's 
speaker was Vince Bacon, illustrating “The Many Faces of Liberty” with 
slides and his own collection of type coins. Dwight Safford wrote on 
Exchange Media, addressing barter, cattle, armor, precious metals, silver 
coinage, and now fiat coinage

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Have you ever had a favorite 
coin "slimed" in a PVC holder, or 
heavily tarnished or discolored by 
oxidation or fingerprints? Should 
you attempt to clean it? 

The controversial subject of coin 
cleaning was addressed at the Febru- 
ary SDNS meeting by speaker Jim 
Hill of the Treasure Trove. Jim re- 
counted horror stories of improper 
cleanings that have damaged the eye 
appeal and value of treasured coins. 
Collectors must tread with care! 

Jim's general rule for collectors 
is that coins should not be cleaned if 
there is risk of ruining the coin's nu- 
mismatic value. Some collectors 
prefer toned coins, others like a bril- 
liant "cartwheel" appearance. In the 
past, coins have been artificially 
"whizzed" to enhance eve appeal. or 
"waxed" to delete

TO CLEAN — OR NOT

guides and collector knowledge has 
helped eliminate some deceptions. 

Cleaning coins is rarely a good 
idea if the cleaning alters a coin's 
surface or toning in an undesirable 
manner, or leaves marks, spots or 
scratches on the coin's surface. If 
you still desire to proceed, great care 
is needed and the proper cleaning 
method must be selected. Jim stated 
that there is no 'best' cleaner; a col- 
lector should experiment. 

Jim demonstrated the cleaning 
of several inexpensive silver coins 
by cleaning them in soap and water, 
acetone, alcohol, TarnX household 
silver cleaner, and MS70 coin 
brightener. Fingerprints, PVC, and 
oil-based splotches can be elimi- 
nated with alcohol applied with a Q- 
Tip swab. He used MS70 to remove 
"muddling" and algae from bronze 
medals. He recommended cleaning

copper coins with acetone. and 
protecting them with Blue Ribbon 
coin cleaner to retard oxidation. 


Jim’s Cleaning Rules of Thumb: 


1. When in doubt—don't clean 
the coin! 

2. Use only the least-harsh 
method to accomplish what 
you want done. 

3. Store coins in safety flips or 
proper holders to avoid 
future contamination. 


After cleaning, coins should 
be rinsed in distilled water (tap 
water is too harsh) and patted dry 


with a  well-washed. all-cotton 
cloth. or blown dry with a hair 
dryer. Commercial cleaners should 
be used only for coins up to grades 
very fine or extra fine, they can 
hurt the eye appeal of mint state 
coins,

BULLETINS BY EMAIL? 3 Editor Jim's Comments 

At last month's meeting we discussed emailing the Bulletin instead of mail- 
ing paper copies, which cost about 80 cents each to print and mail. With help 
from Lance Dohe and Dick Hiatt, I converted the Bulletin to a PDF (Portable 
Document Format) file, which can be read from most computers with a free 
Adobe reader. Of course I create the Bulletin in "landscaped" format (8 half- 
pages of 5.5" x 8.5"), on four sheets of print. Readers could print and assem- 
ble if they wanted, but the page order can be confusing: p8&1, p2&7, etc. 

As an alternative, I could restructure the Bulletin into a "portrait" 
format and create four (or any number of) 8.5" x 11" pages. This would be 
easier for members to read and print, but of course it would be contrary to the 
9 years of previous Bulletin formats. 

I emailed a PDF copy of the March Bulletin to several SDNS members and 
received the following opinions: 

The PDF file opened OK and looked great. However, if you start sending 
out attachments over two MB in size, you're going to get mighty unpopular, 
real quick. (note: I found a way to reduce it to 670 kb.) 

It is difficult to read on the screen, but when you print it out, it is ok. I still 
prefer the old fashioned way. 

When I asked my computer to Print, it could not locate all fonts, so what I 
got was nice pictures, but illegible print. 

Excellent idea. I would hope however there would be a provision to “snail” 
mail to any member who did not have a PC to download. With regards to 
the format: change is good, and in fact there may well be some flexibility 
gained by using a new format. Count me as a YES vote for use of the PDF. 

I am perfectly willing to receive the bulletin in this format, especially if it 
saves the club money (which, I realize, it does). I do the bulletin for another 
club (all text, no pictures) and I send 30 via e-mail and another 8 by USPS. 
This has saved our club (which has a much, much, smaller treasury than 
SDNS) a lot of money. 

I think the idea of portrait format is a good one. Tradition is good but with 
proper promotion...$$$...and a new futuristic outlook it will be just as good 
and maybe even better. 

I like it! We can adhere to this format forever as far as I am concerned. 

Just for your information, it printed perfectly on 2 sheets of paper. My color 
is a little off but I may need a new color cartridge. 

President Ken says we should discuss this issue at the next meeting. I am 
open to keeping the status quo, or mail some copies and email others. Each 

opy emailed will save me time and the club money! Perhaps we can compute 
a two-tier dues system with a discount for email.

After starring on several high 
school sports teams. Roger joined 
the Navy for four years and was sta- 
tioned in San Diego.

@ teen of Great Britain's campaign medals from 
g Queen Victoria's reign of 1837-1901. These 
® colorful medals included awards from the First 
and Second Afghan Wars, First and Second 
Sikh Wars. and the First, Second, and 
Third China Wars. Also in Mike's 
collection were medals from the Scinde 
Campaign. Absynnian Campaign. 
Sudan Campaign. East and Central 
Africa, Egypt Campaign, and Boer 
War. Mike also showed an Indian 
Mutiny Medal and two India General 
Service Medals.

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Sets of American coins - cents, nickels. dimes, quarters, half dollars. 
and dollars - have been assembled by collector Les Peich over many dec- 
ades. His sets are housed in over 50 Dansco Coin Albums and other con- 
tainers. Many of the coins were brought back from his numerous Navy 
cruises to the Far East. Yet this unpretentious collector is as modest about 
his wide-ranging collection as he is about his amazing Navy career. 

On his return visits to San Diego, Les sold many of his coin acquisi- 
tions to dealer friends like Al Baber and Harvey Rose. Other coins he or- 
ganized into Dansco albums, and has assembled multiple full sets of coins 
dating back to the mid 1800's. His collections now include proof sets and 
uncirculated sets. small-size paper money, and foreign crown-sized coins 
from 80 countries. He has also collected cent rolls by date and by mint, and 
has an extensive set of error cents. Some of his favorites are his five 
complete sets of cents since 1865, and his full sets of Morgan dollars. 

SDNS was graced with Les's membership in 
1954. and he has served as Society Vice President 
and Secretary. In 2004 he was named a Life 
Member. He is a faithful attendee at the monthly 
meetings and has recruited both his son Roy and 
his grandson Eric into numismatics and SDNS 
membership.

much larger San Francisco effort to 
land the exposition. San Francisco 
won the Panama-Pacific fair title. 
But Balboa Park was developed for 
the San Diego fair, and largely re- 
used for the California—Pacific Ex- 
position twenty years later. 

No U.S. Government com- 
memoratives were minted for San 
Diego’s Panama-California Expo- 
sition of 1915-16. However, four 
“So-Called Dollars” were struck 
and catalogued in the 1963 book of 
that name by Harold E. Hibler and 


Charles V. Kappen. The “official 
medal” depicts Uncle Sam on the 
obverse, wielding a pick and 
shovel on the Western Hemi- 
sphere. This design was struck in 
silver, bronze, and gilt. 

A second medal is called the 
Westgate-Canal Completion Dol- 
lar, with the park’s western en- 
trance on the obverse, and another 
ship in the canal on the reverse.

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Roman bronze staters, deniers of 
Charlemagne, tournais of Saint Louis, 
Renaissance medals, and coinage of 
Frances’s Revolutionary and Empire 
periods are highlights of the compre- 
hensive French Coin and Medal Mu- 
seum in Paris. All are carefully 
mounted amid vintage coin presses 
and engraving exhibits, but described, 
alas, only in French. But electronic 
audioguides provide colorful narra- 
tives in English and other languages. 

The Monnaie de Paris was erected 
in the 1770’s by King Louis XV. The 
impressive building overlooks the 
Seine River in the center of Paris, near 
the Pont Neuf bridge. It served for

centuries as the main French 
mint, until production of circu- 
lated coinage was recently trans- 
\ferred to Pessac, France, near 
Bordeaux. The Paris mint still 
| produces commemorative coins, 


French coins of many centuries are mounted in | 
vertical Plexiglas panels that allows the viewing 
of each coin from both sides. 


Among the dozens of mint products for sale are medals honoring Napoleon with 
his son the King of Rome, Pope John Paul II, D-Day, and Leonardo da Vinci. 
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official decorations, and medals. The 
Coin and Money Museum, which dates 
back to the 19” century, was com- 
pletely reorganized in 1988. 

Today the Museum houses about 
30,000 coins and 75,000 medals and 
tokens, of which only a chosen selec- 
tion is presented to the public. Visi- 
tors can examine 2,000 coins and 450 
medals and tokens together with archi- 
val documents, minting equipment, and 
prints. 

Visitors today can examine several 
floors of well-organized exhibits. What 
appears to be a complete set of coinage 
struck in France is organized into 
twelve sections, from the Gaullist 
pieces, Romans, monarchies, revolu- 
tionary periods, the Empire, and the 
contemporary epoch. A new “Money of 
the World” section features modern 
coins from hundreds of current coun- 
tries. This museum section was inaugu- 
rated by President Jacques Chirac in 
February 2006. 

A modern boutique displays and 
sells the commemoratives and decora- 
tions currently produced in Paris. The 
mint and boutique have an extensive 
website at www.monnaiedeparis.fr.

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Remembering Harvey Rose 


Longtime SDNS Member and coin 
dealer Harvey Rose passed away May 17 in 
Henderson, Nevada. where he and wife 
Patsy had moved in 2003. Harvey was 81. 
Patsy died two years ago. Harvey retired 
from the U.S. Navy after serving in World® 
War II and the Korean War. His sons Tom 
(now a coin dealer). Don (currently a collec- 
tor), and Mike survive him. 

Harvey started collecting coins in 1959, 
quite by accident. He had been in ill health 
since retiring from the Navy. and his wife 
Patsy decided he needed something to keep 
him busy. Patsy purchased the usual Red 
Book and Lincoln cent folders. and an- 
nounced that se had decided to collect coins. Harvey laughed like she had lost her 
mind, and thought she would be wasting her time. In the next sentence he asked her to 
let him see the Red Book. He filled folders himself at an amazing pace—buffalo nick- 
els, dimes. quarters, halves, and dollars. He then turned to coins of Mexico that could- 
n't just be ordered from a dealer. One country led to another, and eventually he col- 
lected from every country he could identify. He enjoyed exhibiting his coins and talk- 
ing about them to anyone who would listen. 

Harvey joined SDNS in October. 1959. and served as club secretary in 1961-63. 
He supported Coin Week, Coinarama, and other southern California conventions. He 
and Patsy were active in ANA, CSNA, the Azteca Numismatic Society, and many 
more coin clubs. He was a founder and president of the International Numismatic 
Society of San Diego. The May. 1970, Bulletin reported that Harvey went in to 
Skagg’s Coin Shop on University Avenue to purchase a few foreign coins. Instead of 
“buying out the store.” he bought the store. But he was an independent type. and if 
the fish were biting. customers couldn’t find him there. Later he became co-owner of 
Broadway Stamp and Coin in El Cajon. 

Years of poker parties with friends like Dorothy and Al Baber honed the Roses’ 
hospitality skills. Operating as “The Roses” coin dealers, Harvey and Patsy would 
travel to coin shows in their motor home and host late-night dinners and parties for 
their dealer friends. Member Paul Whitnah remembers the “Harvey House” signs ad- 
vertising these gatherings. 

Recently. Harvey had 
switched from collecting 
coins to collecting Lions 
Club pins. He loved attend- 
ing Lions Club events to 
sell and swap pins. In May 
Harvey passed away at his 
desk where he was sorting 
and enjoying his collection.

40 Years Ago — Stuart Edgerton spoke on “The History of Japanese 
Coinage” and had his exhibit of the same name that had just won the 
Elise Wallace Memorial Trophy as best exhibit at the San Diego County 
Fair by an SDNS member. Previous winner Roger Sullivan won Best 
In Show at the fair for Commemorative Medals. First Awards were won by 
Jim Hunt and Roger, and Second Awards by Al Baber, Jim Hunt, Catha- 
rine Edgerton, and Raymond Toy. Dwight Safford wrote a two-page 
article on “Commemoratives,” focusing on the Charter Oak on the 
Connecticut half dollar. Under this tree Indian tribes had conducted 
ceremonies and traded with the incoming settlers since 1633. The oak was 
blown down in a storm in 1856, and its age was computed to have been 
nearly 1,000 years old. 
30 Years Aqo —- Francis Jones related how he began collecting: he was 
turned on by Indian Head Cents that his brother got on a paper route. A 
merchant would give Francis two ice cream cones for five Indian Head 
cents. Bob Maisch presented a slide program on Hawaiian Tokens from 
1860 to 1890. Dwight Safford contributed a Bulletin article on “Flowers on 
Coins.” Society Librarian Anna Merle Panosh reminisced about the beau- 
tiful ANA Convention Catalog from 1952, a high quality, hardbound book. 
20 Years Ago — Five guests attended the July meeting, and two became 
new members. The evening's program was presented by Harvey Rose, 
who spoke on Texas Sesqui-centennial medals, as well as the Texas 
“Petes,” crude counterfeits of 8 reales which were used because of a coin 
shortage. Jim Hunt reported on a numismatic exhibit at the San Diego 
Trust and Savings downtown, which included a $50 California gold slug, a 
36-ounce gold nugget, and currency. Larry Baber won the best in show at 
Coinarama; the awards breakfast was held at La Casina Restaurant. 
10 Years Ago - Al Baber presented a program on the U.S. five cent 
pieces, 1866 to date. He also was the winner of the 12 Susan B. Anthony 
dollars. “Other Hobbies” were shared by Roger Sullivan, Jim Wells, Kay 
Lenker, Les Peich, Al Baber, Elaine Schapira, Paul Boltz, Jim and 
Ellen Hunt, and Chuck and Jean Luce. At Coinarama, Ellen Hunt 
walked off with the Best in Show for her exhibit on “The Changing of the 
Hundred Dollar Bill.” No, it wasn’t her first exhibit!

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Outside, the temperatures reached 99 degrees at Lindbergh Field and 113 
degrees | in El Cajon. But over 500 numismatists enjoyed the Scottish Rite Center's 
air conditioning on July 22-23 at the 49 annual Coinarama. Returning to the 
larger Corinthian Room were over 60 bourse tables that reported a brisk business. 

The two-day show attracted good crowds that enjoyed not only the cool, but 
also the bourse, auction, and competitive exhibits.

With the 
resurgence of the bison on the 2001 silver dollar and the $50 
gold bullion coins, it was fitting to revisit this bison because it's 
also symbolic of conservationalist efforts across the nation.

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One-Year-Only Coins From The New Orleans Mint 


By Jim Hunt, SDNS #852 é 
4 Looking for something new and different to collect? F iS 
] Type coins from one of the branch mints? How about § & 
one-year-only coins from the New Orleans Mint? “= 
When any branch of the U.S. Mint coined money, with few 
exceptions, the coins of any given type were usually minted for more than one year. 
On the other hand, during the time it was in operation, the New Orleans Mint led all 
the branch mints with one-year-only coins. 

In 1835, Congress passed legislation establishing three branch mints in the 
South. They all commenced operations in 1838 with Charlotte and Dahlonega coin- 
ing only gold while New Orleans coined both gold and silver. New Orleans was the 
fourth largest city in the United States at that time. When the Civil War began. op- 
erations at the New Orleans Mint ceased along with those of the other Southern 
Mints. However, in 1879, the New Orleans Mint was revived and continued minting 
coins until 1909. Gold and silver coins were minted and even silver coins for Mex- 
ico were coined in 1907. 

The one-year-only New Orleans coins include the following coins/mintages: 
1851-O silver three cent (720.000) - the only three cent 
1838-O half dime (70.000) - Liberty seated with no stars 
1860-O half dime (1.060.000) - Liberty seated. legend on obverse 
1838-O dime (406.034) - Liberty seated with no stars 
1853-O quarter dollar (1.332.000) - Liberty seated with arrows and rays 
1891-O quarter dollar (68,000) - Liberty seated with motto 
1839-O half dollar (178.976) - Capped bust. “half dollar” on reverse (the similar 
1838-0 half dollar is a presentation issue: an estimated 20 pieces coined) 
1853-O half dollar (1.328.000) - Liberty seated with arrows and rays 
1855-O gold dollar (55.000) - “type 2.” small Indian head 
1839-O $2 4 (17.781) - Classic head 
1854-0 $3.00 (24.000) - only $3 from New Orleans 
1909-0 $5.00 (34.200) - Indian head 
1879-O $20.00 (2.325) - Coronet head. “Twenty Dollars” on reverse 

The silver coins are all collectible although the 1891-O quarter dollar is very 
pricey in the higher grades. The $5.00 gold coin has become expensive in the pre- 
sent coin market and the $20.00 gold coin has always been expensive because of its 
very low mintage. So. if you are looking for something different and challenging. 
why not try collecting these one-year-only type coins from New Orleans? _

Eight Coinage Changes Highlight 1880s 


Remember the colorful. volatile 
1880s? Neither do most of us. That 
interesting decade was focused on the 
settlement of the Western United 
States. the assassination of President 
James Garfield. and some turmoil 
regarding U.S. coinage. 

History reveals that the 1880s re- 
corded the last cattle drive to Dodge 
City (1881), the last large buffalo kill 
(1883). and the beginning of the Okla- 
homa land rush (1889). The Northern 
Pacific Railroad was completed from 
the Great Lakes to Seattle. Newsmakers 
included some good guys (Buffalo Bill 
Cody with his Wild West Shows, and 
Wyatt Earp cleaning up Tombstone. 
Arizona) and some bad guys (outlaws

Billy the Kid and Jesse James, both 
gunned down by lawmen.) 

Numismatically, U.S. coins were 
being produced at mints in Philadel- 
phia, New Orleans, San Francisco, and 
Carson City. These mints struck 16 
different type coins in 12 denomina- 
tions. And the decade saw eight coin- 
age changes: the end of three denomi- 
nations, the end of Trade dollars, and 
great controversy over nickels. 

The year 1883 started peacefully 
enough for nickels. A new Liberty 
Head design had been approved to 
replace the Shield design that had been 
in place since 1866. Col A. Loudon

Everett Jones, | Rafflemeister. 
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Snowden, the Mint Superintendent, 
decided the Shield design had been in 
use long enough. He ordered Chief 
Engraver Charles E. Barber to make 
new patterns. The design that was 
selected featured a Greco-Roman head 
of Miss Liberty facing left. The 
Reverse had the legends UNITED 
STATES OF AMERICA and E 
PLURIBUS UNUM surrounding a large 
Roman numeral “V.” But nowhere on 
the coin was the word CENTS. 

The public thought the new coins 
were minted in error, and would be 
recalled. Many of these were hoarded, 
and they are widely available today. 
Scoundrels and con men jumped on 
this “error” immediately. They gold 
plated the five-cent coins and passed 
them as five dollar gold pieces—half 
eagles! Many were successful before 
merchants caught on. The Mint was 
furious, and rapidly changed the nickel 
to include the word CENTS below the 
V on the reverse. This resulted in three 
official type five-cent coins dated 
1883, in addition to the renegade 
“Racketeer” nickels that were plated 
with gold. 

These nickels accounted for four of

without change. The Indian Head cent 
designed by James B. Longacre had 
been in circulation for over two 
decades, and continued for three more. 
The liberty seated design originated by 
Christian Gobrecht had graced the 
dime, quarter. and half 
dollar for 40 years, and did until 1891. 
Most gold denominations were 
unchanged. The quarter eagle, half 
eagle, and eagle coins had all boasted 
similar Liberty Heads by Gobrecht or 
George T. Morgan on the obverse. and 
eagles on the reverse for 40 years or 
more. The double eagle coin by 
Longacre was similar although “only™ 
30 years old. All four of these designs 
would continue unaltered until 1907. 
The U.S. Trade dollars were inter- 
esting coins. Their sole purpose was to 
compete against the Mexican peso and 
other bullion coins in Asian markets. 
They were heavier than regular silver 
dollars (420 grains vs. 412.5.) First 
struck in 1873, they were warmly wel- 
comed in Asia, giving American trad- 
ers a competitive advantage over other 
merchants. But when silver prices fell 
in 1876, the American government 
revoked their legal tender status and 


Trade Dollars, used for trade with 
the Orient since 1873, were last 
minted in 1885. 


the value of the coins dropped to their 
bullion value. After 1878 only proofs 
were made. The last were dated 1885. 

The Coinage Act of 1889 ended 
three denominations. Nickel three cent 
piece (1865-89) originally allowed the 
public to buy a three cent postage 
stamp with one coin. Likewise. the 
three dollar gold coin (1854-89) 
purchased a sheet of 100 stamps. These 
coins replaced the tattered fractional 
notes that eventually disappeared from 
circulation. One dollar gold coins also 
saw reduced usage and mintage, and 
were retired. All three coins had been 
designed by James Longacre. 

A quiet decade? Maybe. The 1880s 
gave us several numismatic milestones 
to keep our hobby interesting.

American Buffalo $50 Gold Coin. The 1991 Mount Rushmore half, 1999 Yel- 
lowstone Dollar, and 2005 “Spring Reverse” nickel also 
feature America’s famous native animal. And don’t for-

40 Years Ago—A Testimonial Dinner was held for SDNS stalwart Leonel 
C. Panosh at the Scottish Rite Center in Mission Valley. Ralph “Curly” 
Mitchell was Master of Ceremonies, and many paid tribute to Lew’s long 
involvement in numismatics and Masonic work. Dignitaries from ANA, 
CSNA, and the California Exonumist Society attended and spoke. The San 
Diego Mayor presented Lew with a key to the city. Efforts 
continue to establish a Leonel C. Panosh museum at the new ANA 
headquarters under construction in Colorado Springs. 

30 Years Aqo—Speaker Al Baber’s presentation was on the coins of 
Newfoundland. Al explained that in depression year 1934, Newfoundland 
temporarily surrendered its sovereignty as they wanted to become a U.S. 
state. President Roosevelt refused because he didn’t want to offend Great 
Britain. Larry Combs told how he began collecting coins as a Boy Scout. 
He now collects by designer—and is concentrating on James Longacre. 

20 Years Ago—Rafael Munoz presented a program on Bust Halves. 
From 1807 until 1839, 450 different dates, varieties, mules, and overdates 
were struck. Rafael displayed 35 of these at the meeting. The SDNS 
Board of Directors decided to sell 1” x 2” spaces (or multiples) in the Bulle- 
tin for $1 each. These could be bought by members for messages or buy/ 
sell ads. (Anyone still interested?) Kay Lenker exhibited her Numismatic 
Ambassador Award and her Baber Best in Show exhibit award from the 
CSNA convention. 

10 Years Ago—The November meeting drew 35 attendees, most in some 
time. Norma Jean King spoke on gaming tokens, chips, and checks. She 
has co-authored several books on the subject. Ten people brought Show 
and Tell exhibits: Mike Shaw, Kay Lenker, Virginia Bourke, Al Baber, 
Dorothy Baber, Jay Shirley, Jack Hook, Roger Sullivan, Paul Boltz, 
and Larry Baber. Two of our young numismatists reported on coins they 
had been assigned: Mario Guerrero on a Churchill Crown, and Shane 
Fogarty on a Susan B. Anthony dollar.

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Today’s Coin Market: Too High? 


The high price of coins was the 
topic of a fascinating discussion at the 
November meeting of SDNS. 

Many of us grew up collecting 
coins from circulation and filling coin 
folders with everyday. circulated coins. 
Collecting was fun. leisurely, and rela- 
tively inexpensive. The coin commu- 
nity was small, low key, and laid back. 
Few numismatic advertisements and 
publications existed beyond the Star 
Rare Coin Encyclopedia and the Nu- 
mismatic Scrapbook. Coin collecting 
was simply a hobby. 

What changes we have seen! To- 
day's coin market is a fast-paced. fre- 
netic scene. The economy and the 
population have boomed. Affluence has 
spurred many newcomers to look at 
coins as being investments instead of 
collectibles. State quarters. new Jeffer-

son nickel re- 
verses, and up- 
dated designs on 
currency have 
brought both new collectors and new 
investors into the once-placid coin 
market. Numismatic literature includes 
thick weekly periodicals like Coin 
World and Numismatic News. Coin 
books have poured from publishers 
like Krause and Whitman to publicize 
different specialties. 

Internet websites and resources 
such as eBay and TeleTrade have sim- 
plified and greatly expanded coin com- 
merce. Formerly common coins have 
reached sky-high prices. and rare coins 
are in the stratosphere. As a result, 
most collectors have turned into inves- 
tors, either intentionally or by default.

Our everyday coins in the coin 
folders have not appreciated much. If 
we were smart enough to buy coins 
worth $100, we have seen their value 
double, triple, or multiply many times 
more. And many coins on our want 
lists have rocketed out of reach. 

What coins should we buy now? 
Collectors have had to abandon some 
former goals, or shift to new interests. 
New want lists can be built based not 
on coin denominations or years, but by 
investment categories. These include 
the following: 

e Trophy coins. Low mintage, rare

Ex- 
amples include early federal issues that 
more collectors demand, but the sup- 
ply remains constant. Low mintage 
usually indicates rarity, such as the 
1870-CC dollar. 

e Low-mintage, low-popularity 
coins. Examples include modern com- 
memoratives from small countries that 
have little collector interest. They 
make poor investments.

¢ High-priced, popular coins. Coins 
such as Kennedy half dollars were 
initially sought, but have now been 
reduced to bullion value. The 1950-D 
nickel was first hoarded based on its 
relatively low 2.6 million mintage, but 
commands no premium today. 

e Generic coins. Common coins 
sought in high grade. such as Morgan 
dollars and Saint-Gaudens double 
eagles. 

So which should a collector seek 
now? The following conclusions were 
reached: 

1. Learn to grade. 
Don't depend on a slab Saas 
grade. A circulated (iMRI iseieedies 
coin's grade is based ees gee 

on how much metal is : 
removed. Grading 
uncirculated coins is 
an art! 

2. Don't rely on population reports 
from grading services to determine 
rarity. Many rarities have not been 
-slabbed: others have been resubmitted 
multiple times for “grade-flation.” 

3. Study the literature and references 
on your coins. (Buy the book before 
the coin.) 

4. Watch out for counterfeits and 
doctored coins. Counterfeit Trade

First Two Coinaramas - 


Next year’s Coinarama on July 28- 
29 will be a milestone fiftieth. Looking 
back, the first two Coinaramas were 
each one-day affairs that successfully 
launched our half century tradition. 

The first Coinarama was October 
26, 1958, at the San Diego Hotel on 
Broadway. It was spon- 
sored by all six county 
clubs: Astronautics, Con- 
vair, La Mesa, Ocean- 
side-Carlsbad, Ryan, and 
SDNS. Registration to- | 
taled 328 but it “attracted 
over 500 enthusiasts." | 
Were you there? Roger 
Sullivan and Vince Bacon 
were. Nine bourse tables 
were taken by Dr. Bruce 
Wallace, Doug Decker, 
Irving Knickerbocker, 
and others. Twenty con- 
signors contributed 192 lots to the auc- 
tion, conducted by Don McAlexander 
and Francis Jones. Total auction sales 
were $1,671.30. Exhibits were brought 
by 26 exhibitors, who won 20 different 
awards in seven classes. Eugene Cooper 
won the Best in Show medal for his 
"Ancient Greek Coins." General Chair-

man Leonel Panosh called the show 
“over expectations." Ten photos ap- 
peared in the December 1958 Bulletin. 

Sunday, October 18, 1959, was the 
date of the second Coinarama, held at 
the Lafayette Hotel on El Cajon Boule- 
vard. Seven clubs were sponsors, the six 
from 1958 plus the 
Foresters Club. Registra- 
tion reached 330, but 
again the show "attracted 
over 500 enthusiasts." 
Thirteen bourse dealers 
reported "a lively busi- 
ness," including B. Max 
»| Mehl of Costa Mesa. 

Exhibits filled 34 
cases, brought by 24 
exhibitors. Anna Merle 
Panosh won the Best in 
Show medal with her 
“Orders of Knighthood 
and Decorations," and Aage Andersen 
won the Best in Show ribbon (donated 
by SDNS) for his exhibit on "Coins of 
the Philippines." General Chairman 
Francis Jones reported that all events 
ran smoothly, thanks to the volunteers. 
The auction had 259 lots; 216 were sold 
for $1,617.75.
